Opening of Agriculurtal Schools 


Classes in the agricultural schools 
of the province will open for the 
1922-23 term on October 31. The 
classes will be conducted this year 
at four schools, these being at Ray- 
mond, Claresholm, Olds and Vermilion. 

Arrangements have been made by 
the department of agriculture so that 
prospective students from the Gleichen 
and Youngstown districts will be 
transported free of charge to the 
schools at Claresholm or at Olds. 

A particularly good attendance is 
looked for at the four schools this 
year. The courses in agriculture and 
home economics provided for the old- 
er boys and girls of the farm at these 
schools have become far-famed and 
it is expected that more students will 
be able to take advantage of them 
this year. As is known, the courses 
are free, the only cost to the student 
being that of room and board. Dorm- 
itory accommodation is provided for 
girls at Olds and Claresholm, but room 
and board can be had reasonably at 
all four towns in respectable homes. 

At three of these schools, Olds, 
Claresholm and Raymond, special 
courses in irrigation will be given. 
The instructor is E, E. Eisenhauer. 
The staffs of the schools for the com- 
ing term are now about completed, and 
will be announced shortly. 


New Marketing Scheme 

The department of agriculture is 
now proceeding with the arrangements 
in connection with the new scheme 
for the marketing of seed grain an- 
nounced last week. Prominent seed 
grain growers have written to the de- 
partment expressing their approval 
of the new plan, and intimating that 
they will be ready to patronize it, The 
cleaning plant to be operated by the 
government will be installed shortly. 


New Course of Studies 

The new course of study for the 
public schools of the province has 
now been printed, and has been dis- 
tributed by the education department 
to all schools in the province. In 
cities where a superintendent is en- 
gaged, the course of study has been 
sent to his office. In all other cases, 
the books have been sent to the secre- 
taries of the school districts. This 
plan of distribution has been adopted 
because there is as yet no complete 
list of teachers in their present loca- 
tions available to the department. 
Teachers who have not yet received 
the course of studies should get into 


touch with their school boards at once. | 


The new course is authorized for 
use in all the schools of the province 
during the present year, and each 
teacher should secure a copy at once. 

The course is the most detailed and 
complete of any province in Canada. 
It has been published in a most at- 
tractive form, and the course itself 
is most attractive. In the prepara- 
tion of the course, while considerable 
detail has been included, a nice bal- 
ance has been retained between a 
necessary outline, and took great at- 
tention to method. The course is 
somewhat longer than the one it re- 
places, but it should prove very much 
more suggestive and helpful to the 
teacher. A close study of the course, 
and elose adherence to its suggestions, 
should result in more effective work, 


partciularly in such subjects as Eng-| 


lish, nature study and industrial arts. 


Cantaloupes by Irrigation 

Interest in the accomplishments 
possible under irrigation has been 
stimulated during the past week by 
the announcement that the Canada 
Land and Irrigation Co. whose pro- 
ject lies west of Medicine Hat, has 
been able to produce satisfactorily a 
quantity of cantaloupe. From a plot 
of two acres, the company expects this 


year to have from 100 to 150 cases)

Lethbridge Northern Progress 
Progress on the construction of the 


Lethbridge Northern Irrigation Pro- 
ject has been rapid this year and 95 
per cent. of the project is now com- 
pleted. Water should be through the 
ditches this fall, making possible the 
use of the water for crops next year. 
The offices of the irrigation council 
at Lethbridge have issued a hand- 
some booklet on the attractions of the 
Lethbridge Northern district. 


A yield of 42,000 bushels of wheat 
from 1700 acres is expected from the 
farms of the Ohio Farming Co. south 
of Lethbridge this fall. 


The twelve-mile extension of the 
Lacombe and Blindman Valley railway 
west of Lacombe will be completed in 
time to handle the crop this fall, it is 
stated.

Mayor Faweett’s Address 

On Mayor Fawcett being presented 
with the title deeds and the keeping 
of the monument for the town of Mac- 
leod, he said: 

“Fellow-countrymen: I use this all- 
embracing term as being the most 
satisfactory by which to refer to you 
all, fellow-countrymen to build yet 
better and higher on behalf of the 
common good.

While this expedition is the first to] 


attempt to reach the pole by plane it 
marks the second occasion on which 
air travel bas been attempted as a 
means of reaching the earth’s northern 
apex, Professor Andree, a Swedish 
explorer of great attainments, back in 
1897, developed a theory that the pole 
could be reached by Balloon. He left 
Spitzbergen on June 11 of that year 
in a specially constructed craft. A 
record which he threw out at the end 
of his first eight hours flight showed 
his position at that time to be 82 north 
and 25 east; no other trace of his at- 
tempt ever was found, nor was Andree 
again heard of. He perish in the vast 
ice fields of the polar regions.

might have written a history of the 
Great War that would have ranked 
as a political and philosophical clas 


gist, and will not be shared by 
many. Mr. Wilson was a_ shrewd 
politician, and no man of stronger 
will ever sat in the White House, 
but to speak of him as though he 
were a master of the English lan- 
guage is hardly more ridiculous than 
to give similar praise to President 
Harding. Undoubtedly Mr. Wilson 
thought that he was a magician with 
words, but what public man in the 
same period said so many things 
that had subsequently to be explain 
ed away in order to save his popu- 
larity? Perhaps the most memor- 
able of Mr. Wilson’s phrases in the 
early part of the war was his “too 
proud to fight” and bitterly he re- 
pented of it. Never did a public 
man more grossly misinterpret the 


feelings of his countrymen than 
Mr. Wilson on this occasion. What- 
ever faults or virtues the American 


may possess, being too proud 
never one of them, 


was 


His first public utterance concern 
ing the war was merely silly when 
told the American people that they 
were to remain neutral even at heart 
What he asked was a simple impos- 
sibility, and we know that Mr. Wilso 
himself was’far from being neutral 
mentally. On another occasion he de- 
clared that the warring nations were 
fighting for practically the same thing 
and that the American people had no 
interest or concern with the origins 
of the conflict. Could anything be 
more opposed to the facts? Mr. Wil- 
son’s memorable Fourteen Points tend 
ed rather to bedevil the discussions 
at Paris than to hew out a_ path 
whereby a just and lasting peace could 
be arrived No “political and phil- 
osophical cl * ever came from Mr 
Wilson’s pen and none would have 
come even had he preserved his health 
But thanks to the efforts of such 
panegyrists as Ray Stannard Baker 
and Joseph ulty the world has not 
been left in the dark as to Mr, Wil- 
son’s feelings and actions both in the 
war and in the conferences that fram- 
ed the League of Nations. His in 
tentions were good, and had he been 
| functioning in some sort of vacuum, 
dealing only with abstractions and 
principles he would not have been 
open to criticism; he would not have 
invited defeat. But he was dealing

used for the purchase of material to 
be used in the British munition factor- 
ies and for food and other supplies) 
for the British military force. It is) 
equally true, however, that at the time 
Britain was making these purchases 
for her own account she was supply- 
ing her other Allies with coal, muni-| 
tions and the use of British ships, 
without which they could not have 
carried on. The matter may be sum- 
med up in the statement that if 
Britain had only to finance herself in 
the war she would not have needed to 
borrow a dollar from Uncle Sam; and 
that if her European creditors were 
to pay what they borrowed she could 
wipe out the American debt with the 
proceeds. It is to be admitted, how- 
ever, that for Britain to wipe out the 
debt due her is a very different thing 
from the United States wiping out th: 
British debt. One would be forgiving 
an insolvent and the other a solvent 
debtor. Eventually Britain will repay 
her debt to the United States, if the! 
United States thinks it wise to collect; 
but there is small prospect of Great 
Britain receiving any considerable 
portion of the billions she lent through 
the war to the Allies. Some of the 
leading American economists believe 
that it would be a good stroke for 
Uncle Sam to remit the debt, and it 
is not improbable that Britain for 
purely business reasons may cancel 
even that part of the debt owed her 
in Europe that is collectible. 

But the moral rather than the 
implications of debt  can- 
cellation will interest the average 
man. While the war was going on 
ind the debt being incurred various 
American journals and public men 
suggested that it should be remitted 
by Uncle Sam. The war then was a 
terrible reality of which no one cculd 
with certainty forsee the end. It has 
now become a memory, and the game 
of party politics has become the chief 
i st with American public men. 
y might be convinced that it was 
both economically wise and morally 
light that the British debt should be 
wiped out, but they were aware of 
the fact that the British hating ele-| 
ment in the United States would seek 
to punish at the polls any party that 
was responsible for such action. The 
millions of German-Americans would 
resent it, even though one of its con- 
sequences would certainly be to help} 
Germany to her feet. The  Irish- 
Americans would resent it because 
hatred and distrust of Britain 
not been removed by the grant- 
of Dominion status to Ireland. On 
the other hand, there is no great block 


economic 


of votes that would be thrown to an 
administration that cancelled the 
debt. Politically, therefore, the move 


would be an unwise one. The Hearst 
papers would set the heather afire in 
an effort to rouse the people against 
this culminating proof of the influ 
ence of British gold in American 
politics, Until the American people 
become convinced that in their own 
selfish interests they must help set 
Europe on her feet, and that to do so 
it is necessary that there shall be 4 
general policy of debt cancellation, 
Uncle Sam will remain the creditor 
of John Bull, and will probably see 
to it that his payments on account are 
made promptly.

HOW PRESIDENT BAER 
HANDLED COAL INDUSTRY 


Prior to 1892, the hard coal industry 


was in much the same condition as 
that which prevails in the bituminous 
fields today. There were too many 
mines in existence, considering the 
consumption. It was a common thins 
for most of them to have long periods 
in which they operated but one or two 
days a week, and the plight of the 
workers was not much better than 
that of the peasants in Europe in 1892 
The attempt was made by President 
Macleod of the Reading Railroad to 
stabilize the industry by 
large quantities of coal in one season 
to relieve the peak load in another 
season. But this plan led to disaster, 
because the mine owners having a 
certain purchaser of their coal in the 
Reading, piled up huge stores of it, 
und created a far greater surplus than 
the country could consume. The re- 
sult was that the Reading Railway 
failed under its load of storage coal, 
It was after the failure that George 
If. Baer came to the front and became 
the great autocrat of the Anthracite 
industry. 


Baer Had Foresight
